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DETAILED ACTION 



The Declaration filed on August 16, 2004 under 37 CFR 1.131 has been considered but is 
ineffective to overcome the Ohara et al US 6,438,643, Ohara et al. US 6,694376 and Hayes Jr. et 
al. US 6, 1 05,066 references. 

The evidence submitted is insufficient to establish a reduction to practice of the invention 
in this country or a NAFTA or WTO member country prior to the effective date of the Ohara et 
al US 6,438,643, Ohara et al. US 6,694376 and Hayes Jr. et al US 6,105,066 references. The 
Declaration states that a redacted invention disclosure document predates the filing date of two 
Ohara references and the Hayes reference. Examiner does not find any evidence in the invention 
disclosure document showing a date prior to May 5, 1998. The evidence provided simply shows 
the drawings which have already been presented in the application. Applicant's evidence does 
not point to any dated materials or establish a reduction to practice of the invention. 

The evidence submitted is insufficient to establish a conception of the invention prior to 
the effective date of the two Ohara references and the Hayes reference. While conception is the 
mental part of the inventive act, it must be capable of proof, such as by demonstrative evidence 
or by a complete disclosure to another. Conception is more than a vague idea of how to solve a 
problem. The requisite means themselves and their interaction must also be comprehended. See 
Mergenthaler v. Scudder, 1897 CD. 724, 81 O.G. 1417 (D.C. Cir. 1897). The submitted 
declaration including the invention disclosure documents does not submit any proof of 
conception prior to May 5, 1998. 
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The evidence submitted is insufficient to establish diligence from a date prior to the date 
of reduction to practice of the Ohara references and the Hayes reference to either a constructive 
reduction to practice or an actual reduction to practice. As stated above, there is no evidence 
submitted that sufficiently shows a data prior to May 5, 1998 much less diligence prior to this 
date. 

The evidence submitted is insufficient to establish applicant's alleged actual reduction to 
practice of the invention in this country or a NAFTA or WTO member country after the effective 
date of the Ohara references and the Hayes reference. The invention disclosure lacks sufficient 
evidence to swear behind the references of prior art. Nothing in the declaration predates May 5, 
1998 including proof of reduction to practice.
